Help to Reduce 
U.S. Surpluses 


Unusual Method Used 
To Fulfill Contracts 
On Overseas Orders 


DALLAS (A*) — Traders- on the 
Dallas and other cotton exchanges 
ara doing a lively—and they hope 
profitable—business 
these 
days 
moving part of Uncle Sam’s hoard 
of old cotton out of government 
warehouses. 
But exchange officials say that 
much of the old cotton 
being 
bought for export at around 30 
per cent under U. S. domestic 
prices may find its way to mills 
in the eastern coast states. 
Many of the bales that wilj 
move overseas after August 1— 
to be sold at the world price — 
are likely to be of this year’s crop 
in Texas, now starting to the gins. 
The complicated 
deals 
have 
brought the Dallas Cotton Ex­ 
change out of the doldrums. Last 
year it was becalmed wi1h a to­ 
tal sale of 776,114 bales, compared 
with 1,425,269 in 1954. 
Karl G. Hunt, executive vice- 
president of the exchange, ex­ 
plains the business of making 
money by buying cheap old cot­ 
ton for use here and sending ex­ 
pensive new cotton overseas this 
way: 
Sales to Mills 
Much of the cotton sold by the 
government at the low prices is 
in warehouses near the eastern 
cotton mills. Texans who buy it 
can resell to the nearby mills 
without much transportation cost. 
Most Texas cotton used to go ov­ 
erseas from Texas ports. 
That is what’s likely to happen 
this year, Hunt says. 
Hunt says the traders can use 
their profits and freight costs 
savings on the old cotton sold to 
eastern mills and buy the new 
cotton for shipment from Texas 
ports after August 1 at compara­ 
tively little freight cost, thereby 
fulfilling their commitment to / h „ 
goveftiment to send atjrocTd ’The 
same number of bales that they 
bought from the Commodity Cred­ 
it Corp. at the low price. 
Texans in Profit 
Hunt believes the Texas deal­ 
ers will pick up some profit this 
way and Uncle Sam may move as 
much as three to four million 
bales abroad. The dealers run a 
risk, however, of fluctuating pri­ 
ces in touchy world markets. 
The Department 
of 
Agricul­ 
ture’s side of the story is this: 
1. It wants to move some of 
the 634 million bales to which the 
CCC has actual title. This agency 
also held 61/« million additional 
bales under loan commitments at 
the end of April. Altogether CCC 
has more than two billion dollars 
tied up in cotton. 
2. It wants to recapture pari of 
the world market which the Un­ 
ited States lost in recent years 
because of the high price of gov­ 
ernment-supported cotton. In 19- 
51 the United States 
exported 
more than five million bales. In 
the cotton year just ending only 
about two million were sold a- 
broad. 
So now the CCC is selling some 
of its cotton for export ai reduc­ 
ed prices and taking its loss.

Called Normal Condition 
Of Life in Delta Area 


ST. LOUIS i¡P) — Seven coun­ 
ties m the delta area of south­ 
east Missouri, once just a watery 
wilderness, 
now produce about 
one-fourth of the entire cash from 
income of Missouri. 
The Federal Reserve bank of 
St. Louis reported this fact to­ 
day m a study of the “Bootheel** 
area in its monthly review. 
“The wealth of resources and 
experience provide the people of 
the southeast Missouri delta with 
the means to capitalize on what­ 
ever opportunities the future may 
provide,” the bank said. 
“The eternal exposure to weev­ 
il and weather has made for flex­ 
ibility and perseverance. And on 
every side the canals are a re­ 
minder of the ingenuity and w’ork 
which built the delta and 
can 
continue to improve it.” 
Tracing the history of the delta 
area, the bank said early in the 
century a drainage corporation 
was formed which became 
the 
Little River Drainage District in 
1907. 
Northern Canal 
A canal cut across the north­ 
ern end of the delta diverted the 
flow' of water from the Ozarks 
into the Mississippi 
River 
and 
then a system of ditches from 
one end of th e arca 1o the other 
was constructed, leading into five 
major canals which 
e v e n t u a l l y 
emptied into Big Lake in Arkan- 
S3 S. 
The 
bank 
said 
particularly 
saice World War 11, “increasing 
investment of capital and intro­ 
duction of 
improved 
methods 
have markedly increased output 
per worker in the delta without 
increasing total employment. 
Nearly 30 per cent of the Del­ 
ta’s cotton crop, the bank said, 
was machine picked in 1955 ‘and 
in one county the share machine 
picked reached 40 per cent. 
Cotton Surpluses 
It noted that, due to increasing 
cotton surpluses under the price 
support system, 
cotton acreage 
harvested in the Delta declined by 
about 200.000 acres, or one-third, 
between the post-war peak in 
1949 and 1955. 
Population in the area, the bank 
reported, has declined since 1950 
as farm employment has dimin­ 
ished—“part of the nation-wide 
movement of people from agricul­ 
tural areas to urban areas.” 
But ihe bank said per capita 
incomes have risen as farm units 
giew larger with 1ho 
average 
farm unit in the seven counties 
in 1955 standing 22 acres larger 
with a value of land and buildings 
nearly $5.700 greater than in 19- 
50. 
The bank, reporting “rapid ec­ 
onomic* change is just a normal 
condition of life to the people of 
the delta area.” said three major 
problems have developed through 
these changes. 
It listed these as securing en­ 
ough labor for the two peak sea­ 
sons in the cotton fields, increase 
new employment opportunity and 
find new' uses for resources di­ 
verted from cotton production. 
The bank said the labpr prob­ 
lem is 
being reduced through 
mechanization and the fact that 
some farm workers join migra­ 
tory 
workers 
in 
Great 
Lake*

menting their incomes. 
It said the Missouri Delta De­ 
velopment 
Commission,

Hymn writers of all churches 
have helped to enrich the world’s 
treasury of sacred song, and many 
of the best-loved song 
makers 
have been Methodists. 
One of the most distinguished 
of the Methodist hymnists was the 
Rev. Frank Mason North, a min­ 
ister who was born just at the 
middle of the nineteenth century 
and who spent most of his minis­ 
try in the city—New York. 
He 
will always be remembered for 
two songs, a home missions hymn 
entitled “Where Cross the Crowd­ 


ed Ways of Life,” and the hymn, 
“Jesus, The Calm That Fills My 
Breast,” v which is listed above. 
Dr. North was graduated from 
Wesleyan University and began 
his theological studies that same 
year. For nearly two decades he 
held important 
pastorates 
and 
service posts for his denominatibn 
and then, in 1872, he accepted the 
secretary-ship of the New York 
Church Extension and Missionary 
Society. 
During his New York ministry 
and later when he was serving 
as a city missions leader, the pas- 
tor-poet took a deep interest in 
the needs, problems, and heart­ 


aches of ordinary people in a big 
city. It was this interest which 
led him to write his popular home 
missions hymn. It it still in wide 
use today. 
In our day of world crisis, too. 
his second hymn with its mes­ 
sage of Christian trust has a new 
meaning for men and women who 
are seeking comfort 
and 
inner 
strength in spiritual things. 
This 
hymn was written in 1884 and 
made its bow a year later in the 
Christian Advocate magazine. 
In 
1893 it was published in the Ply­ 
mouth Hymnal and today it has 
won a place in many church song 
books.

hurts. We can truly say—in t h e 
knowledge of what Jesus really did 
do while on, earth in human form 
and what he is still doing—that 
Jesus, the Son of God, is the Sav­ 
ior of mankind from every thing 
that hurts mankind. 
To serve best as such a Savior, 
Jesus came to earth, lived with 
men in hpman form, shared their 
joys, their sorrows, 
their 
priva­ 
tions, their temptations, their suf­ 
ferings 
and 
even 
experienced 
death, all without sinning. He knew 
completely and demonstrated how 
to save mankind from every thing 
that hurts. 
Well, our bodies hurt, don't they? 
In fact, they hurt very badly some­ 
times, and some folks think fheir 
bodies hurt all the time. But we 
know that Jesus, while on earth 
in human form, opened the eyes

And Marceline 


I had the pleasure of speaking 
to the fine citizens of Macon. Mis­ 
souri, on July 4, at their cere- 


monies celebrating the Centennial 
of their community. In my speech 
I warned of the need for politics 
to stop at the water’s edge in in­ 
ternational affairs. We must not 
be lulled to sleep by talk of how 
peaceful and prosperous the coun­ 
try is right now when there is 
no real peace in this war-weary 
world of ours today, even though 
the guns of most of the great pow­ 
ers are silent. 
After my speech at Macon, I 
drove to Marceline, where I at­ 
tended the dedication ceremonies 
of thir fine new park and childrens 
playground, named after one of 
our great Americans, Walt Disney, 
who spent his boy hood days in 
this community. This fine park 
and swimming pool, which will pro 
vide a clean and wholesome atmos­ 
phere for the children of Marceline 
are in sharp contrast to the condi­ 
tions prevailing in some of the 
other communities of our nation, 
where no such facilities exist. 
Juvenile Delinquency Hearings 
As a Trustee of the National Big 
Brothers organization and as a 
member of the Senate Committee 
on Juvenile Delinquency, I have 
given much thought and attention 
to the problem of young people in 
trouble. It is still my belief that 
children are not inherently bad. 
but that their early environment, 
including the extent of parental 
supervision, is often the determin­ 
ing factor in character formation. 
After leaving Marceline, I drove 
to St. Louis, where I presided over 
two days of hearings of the Sen­ 
ate Committee on Juvnile Delin­ 
quency. Much remains to be done 
in this field, and I plan to contin­ 
ue my efforts here in the Senate 
in behalf of appropriate Federal 
legislation.

I have had several

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The Business Career 
Of Moses Austin In 
Missouri, 1798-1821 


By James A. Gardner 
Moses Austin is known to most 
students of history only as the fath 
er of Stephen F. Austin, “ the F ath­ 
er of Texas ' 
However, he play­ 
ed a ver> important role in the 
business affairs of his day in Mis­ 
souri. 
This article is an attem pt 
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to tell of his accomplishments and 
his failures. 
Born at Durham. 
Connecticut, 
on October 4, 1761, Austin had been 
a m erchant and miner in the East 
before he secured a land grant in 
the Spanish dominions 
west 
of 
the Mississippi River and came to 
Upper Louisana, 
of which 
Mis­ 
souri was then a part 
Bringing 
his family to Ste. 
Genevieve on 
Septem ber 20. 1798, 
he 
imm edi­ 
ately took the oath of allegiance, 
and thus became a Spanish sub­ 
ject. 
With little loss of time, he 
plunged into his work in connec­ 
tion with the activities at Mine a 
Breton, the lead mine on his con­ 
cession. In addition to supervising 
the work of his men at the mines, 
he found himself embroiled in dif­ 
ficulties with the French 
m iners 
of the area. 
Many of his difficult­ 
ies resulted from the complex land 
system and the vagueness of his 
grant. 
Much was accomplished in his 
first year under the Spanish flag. 
His workers in 1798 sunk the first 
regular mining shaft in what is to­ 
day Missouri. 
This was the first 
shaft sunk in Upper Louisiana ac­ 
cording to 
European 
practices. 
This 
shaft 
was 
approxim ately, 
eighty feet deep, with drifts 
< 'X s 
tending from it for a considerable 
distance in several directions. The 
furnace house was completed 
in 
1798 and in January, 1799. the rev- 
erberatory furnace was 
finished. 
That sum m er Austin’s employees 
completed their work on a 
num ­ 
ber of buildings; 
a 
sawmill; 
a. 
blacksm ith’s shop: a shot factory; 
other out buildings: and 
a 
resi­ 
dence. Durham Hall, into 
which 
Austin moved his family in June 
or July. In the years which follow­ 
ed, the Austin 
mansion 
becam e 
the nucleus for the settlem ent of 
the Americans who 
crossed 
*hc 
Mississippi to the mining area. 
Austin’s 
business 
interests 
in 
Upper Louisiana increased 
dur­ 
ing the next few years. At the be­ 
ginning of 1800. his interests ve- 
presentcd a capital investm ent of 
eitht thousand dollars. 
In addition 
to a flour mill, a saw mill, a furn­ 
ace and a m anufactory for shot 
and sheet lead, which he had e- 
reeted by that time, he planned 
to establish a powder factory but 
did not do so. From the beginning, 
he conducted a general store 
at 
the mines, where he sold 
m anu­ 
factured goods, such as hardw are, 
kitchen and household 
funitturc, 
and clothing m aterials, in exchang 
for which he received m iscellane­ 
ous country produce, 
pelts, 
and 
lead. 
Lead was alm ost an indis-. 
p«nsable item in the western wil­ 
derness: it had 
num erous 
uses, 
among which was its 
ready ac­ 
ceptance as legal tender in busi­ 
ness transactions. 
The m erchants 
shipped boat loads of the metal 4.o 
easteiyi and southern ports to bar 
ter for goods. 
Austin shipped the 
items he received in b arter to deal 
ers in Boston, Philadelphia. New 
York, and New Orleans, 
and 
;n 
exchange he received 
his trade 
slock. 
Money seldom was used in 
these transactions, as there 
was 
little money available," a fact which 
ham pered both local and foreign 
trade. 
The bar lead and shot pro­ 
duced bv Austin was sold in Ste. 
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Genevieve, Kaskaskia, New 
Or­ 
leans, Louisville, and Havana, a- 
mong other places. 
Austin’s influence caused chang­ 
es in the methods of mining in Up­ 
per Louisiana. 
Before he arrived 
there, the ore was dug only 
in 
shallow pits seldom more than ten 
feet deep; as indicated earlier, his 
men sunk the first mining shaft. 
On his first visit to the mining ar­ 
ea. he had found tbe mines being 
worked only during the 
summer 
months by parties of miners from 
Ste. Genevieve; at that time no 
family had dared to spend a win­ 
ter there because of the hostility 
of the Osage Indians. 
However, 
by 1804. the mines were 
worked 
from the middle of August to the 
middle of December by forty to 
fifty men: for the 
remainder of 
the year few workers were em ­ 
ployed and little lead was taken 
from the pits. 
Austin had been 
told that four hundred 
thousand 
pounds of lead was taken from the 
mines in 1796; from 1798. the year 
Austin moved to the mines, to 18- 
o3, the average quantity of miner­ 
al mined was five hundred fifty or 
six 
hundred 
thousand 
pounds,, 
French weight, an 
amount 
pro­ 
cured in four months by not more 
than fifty miners. In the first dec­ 
ade of the nineteenth century, Aus 
tin and his men worked eight “dig­ 
gings.” 
After the coming of Austin the 
methods of sm elting the ore und­ 
er went a change. 
When he first 
visited the mines the ore had been 
sm elted by the French m iners in 
a very im perfect m anner. 
They 
had used twenty 
stone 
furnaces 
sim ilar to lime kilns. 
For these 
early furnaces a 
floor was con- j 
structed of the largest logs availa­ 
ble with sm aller logs placed ab o u t ' 
its sides. 
Three to five thousand j 
pounds of the ore was put into the j 
furnace and a fire was lighted u n -! 
der the bottom and kept burning j 
until the m ineral was completely ■ 
smelted, burned, or lost in the ash- j 
cs. Before Austin moved to 
he 
area each m iner sm elted his own 
m ineral, extracting 
about 
three 
hundred and fifty pounds of lead ; 
from each thousand pound weight i 
of m ineral. 
With the introduction j 
of the new' type of furnace by Aus-1 
tin. 65 percent of the lead was de-1 
rived from the ore. 
rather th a n ! 
the 35 percent indicated 
above. j 
This reverberatory furnace built j 
by Austin was the first one es- j 
peciallv adapted to the nature of i 
the mines and of the m etal to be | 
constructed in the ‘‘lead belt” of j 
Missouri. 
After the establishm ent > 
of his furnace the French miners I 
found it m ore to their advantage j 
to sell their m ineral to him rather 
than to melt it themselve*; while 
zhere had been twenty furnaces in 
1798, there was but one in use in 
1802. 
Some people, however, be­ 
lieved that 
possibly 
"the 
more 
simple ar.d awkward mode of man 
-ufacturing lead as practiced 
by 
the intenerant 
pursuers 
of 
this 
m etal is.... equally profitable; es­ 
pecially as they sm elt the m ineral 
on the gound where they obtain it. 
and arc not at the trouble and ex­ 
pense of removing it to 
a 
dist­ 
ance for this operation.” 


With the transfer of Upper Lou 
isiana to the United States in 1804, 
Austin’s lead business 
continued 
to progress and increase for a time 
although certain changes cam e a- 
bout. On September 14, 1805, Aus­ 
tin and one of his partners, Pierre 
Charles Dehault Delassus de Lu- 
ziere, agreed to end their partner­ 
ship, from that time, his only part­ 
ner in the business was John Rice 
Jones. 
As he became aware of 
the desireability of a closer depot 
for the products of his m ines and 
furnaces, he developed 
a 
road 
from his lands to the mouth of the 
Joachim 
Creek, 
approximately 
thirty miles south of St. 
Louis. 
This became the site of Herculan­ 
eum, which he helped to lay out in 
1808. 
Two years later he complet 
ed a shot factory at this new town 
where he employed from forty to 
fifty men. Then on March 28, 1812, 
an announcement was made of the 
expiration of the Austin-Jones part 
-nership. operating under the firm 
name of Moses Austin and Com­ 
pany. 
However, Austin’s business 
did not seem to be adversely af­ 
fected by the loss of his partners, 
for he continued to smelt large a- 
mounts of lead and to ship his lead 
products to such far-away places 
as Boston, New York, Philadelph­ 
ia, New Orleans, and Nashville. 
In connection with his 
mining 
activities Austin engaged in “rack 
ing controversies.” 
At that time. 
Missouri was not an easy place in 
which to live. 
Frontiersmen from 
east of the Mississippi were pour­ 
ing into the area, and the law was 
lax. 
Although Austin was the pos­ 
sessor of many 
outstanding vir­ 
tues, the Missouri of his day call­ 
ed for an 
adaptability and 
tact 
which he lacked. 
Nor did his im­ 
petuous tem per help him in his re­ 
lations with other men of the fron­ 
tier. The result was that he had 
controversies with some unscrupu 
lous neighbors. 
One such 
neighbor 
was 
John 
Smith T. a m an of wealth and a 
prominent citizen of the lead m in­ 
ing area. 
Smith was distinguish­ 
ed for his ra re expertness in the 
Use ol fire-arm s, the duels he had 
fought, and the num ber of men he 
had killed. 
In July. 1805, Smith 
accused Austin of wishing to ap­ 
propriate som e of his lands 
and 
attem pted to have the pioneer in­ 
dustrialist rem oved as a judge of 
the Ste. Genevieve Court of Com­ 
mon Pleas. 
Austin, on July 22, 
1805 wrote to the territorial govcr 
nor, Jam es Wilkinson, trying to re­ 
fute charges 
which 
Smith 
had. 
made, but the governor apparent­ 
ly looked on the owner of Mine a 
Breton with disfavor. 
M any peo­ 
ple believed Smith when ho quot­ 
ed Wilkinson as having said that 
Austin should be imm ediately dis­ 
charged from office in 
disgrace 
and the judge was removed from 
office. He was told that Smith had 
boasted that he would never hold 
office of any kind again, and that 
he had also said: 
“ I have taken 
care that the Govr. is well inform ­ 
ed” of his conduct. 
The bad feeling between the ill- 
tem pered 
mining 
enterpreneurs 
continued the following year. 
In 
1806, Smith attem pted 
to locate 
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part of a claim on Moses Austin’s 
land. On August 7, Joseph C. Brow­ 
ne, territorial secretary and 
the 
business partner of Smith, 
gave 
Austin a 
letter 
indicating 
that, 
Smith intended to claim all of Aus 
tin’s land. 
From different sourc­ 
es, Austin learned of 
statements 
by Smith that he was in possession 
of a concession for a thousand or 
acres of land which he was uu- 
thyized to locate on any land in 
that territory and that he planned 
to include the Mine a Berton tract, 
belonging to Austin, within his lo­ 
cation. 
Learning of this, 
Ausiin 
warned: “ I shall prosecute to the 
utmost Extent of the law, all per­ 
sons that Commit 
or trespass on 
any part of my land.” Smith did 
the Austin tract as the New Dig- 
not carry out his plan to claim 
gings located about two miles from 
Mine a Breton, offered even great­ 
er profits. 
Austin engaged in controversies 
with other prom inent m en at the 
time. In the dispute, he appeals 
to have been right m ost of the 
time, for he had the friendship of 
the m ost worthy of his contempo­ 
raries. as well as the trust of the 
officials of the United States after 
Upper Louisiana passed into Am­ 
erican hands. 
In addition to his mining inter­ 


ests, the pioneer miner had oth­ 
er business interests. He 
made 
plans in 1808 to import goods from 
Europe to Missouri, but he found 
himself thwarted by international 
conditions, as the storm 
clouds 
which were gathering to bring a- 
bout the War of 1812 already were 
hampering international trade. As 
of January 24. 1810, Austin was 
financially interested in a tanyard 
at Mine a Breton, but he offered 
it for rent on March 28. 1812. The 
general store similar to that at 
Mine a Breton had been set up 
in Herculaneum by 1812. 
During the second decade of the 
nineteenth century Austin's 
for­ 
tunes began to decline. The troub­ 
les encountered by his wife 
help 
to illustrate this. 
In May. 1811, 
she left Missouri for he rhealth, 
taking with her James and Emily, 
her son and daughter, to continue 
their education in the East. 
The 
party, escorted by one Elisha Lew­ 
is and accompanied by 
a 
maid, 
went down the Mississippi River 
on a barge to New Orleans, where 
they boarded a ship to Baltimore. 
The cost for the party came to two 
hundred and fifty dollars. 
A con­ 
signm ent of feathers, furs, venison 
ham s, and lead was to pay the cost 
of traveling and 
provide 
money 
for the living expenses. M rs. Aus 


tin encountered great embarrass­ 
ment and humiliation because of 
the system of uncertain transpor­ 
tation and inadequate currency, 
which then existed. She was often 
short of funds because of delayed 
collections, fluctuating prices, and 
losses from cqunterfeit banknotes, 
among 
other 
things. 
Although 
she was thought to be the wife of a 
wealthy man, she was put in the 
embarrassing situation of having 
to borrow for indispensable neces 
sities. 
Finally, deprived of 
the 
means for remaining away from 
her Missouri home any longer, she 
returned from the East in 
the 
Spring of 1813. 
The causes for the decline :n 
Austin’s 
fortunes 
were 
varied. 
In 1812, the mining district of south 
-east 
Missouri 
experienced 
de­ 
pressed business conditions. 
Aus­ 
tin wrote; 
“the Indian War first 
put a general stop to all business, 
by drawing off all the troops to 
the frontier. 
Since they returned 
the Weather has been most un­ 
favorable to mining and little has 
been done.” There were not many 
dry oods on hand during the War 
of 1812. and Austin believed that a 
good supply would move quickly, 
but the big problem was the pay­ 
ment ofc the goods. 
On December 
4, 1812, he repotted that the mer­ 
chant took a great chance in sell­ 
ing on credit, but 
many 
people 
lacked money to pay for the goods. 
Late in 1812, and early in 1813, Aus 


tin had a difficult time making 
collections, and lead production at 
the mines was declining. 
He in­ 
volved himself heavily in a vain 
attempt to exploit his mine on a 
grand scale with slaves, and on 
June 20, 1816, he finally turned ov­ 
er his mining properties to his eld­ 
est son, Stepehn, and he and his

wife went to live in Herculaneum 
The-Bank of St. Louis also play 
ed a part in the decline of Aus 
tin’s fortunes. *Not only was he 
responsible in part for its estab­ 
lishment, but he also played 
part in the subsequent history of 
the institution. 
Because trade in 
Missouri was hampered by lack 
of money, he and some of his as 
sociates in Ste. Genevieve and St 
Louis applied to the territorial 
legislature for authority to estab­ 
lish a bank. The resulting legisla 
tion was entitled, “An act to in­ 
corporate the stockholders of the 
Bank of St. Louis,“ approved and 
effective on August 21, 1813. 
The 
bank was to be located in St. Lou­ 
is with a capital stock of $150,000 
at $100 per share. 
Books for the 
receipt of subscriptions to be op­ 
ened at St. Lo^is, Cape Girardeau 
St. Charles, Ste. Genevieve, New 
Madrid, and Mine a Breton, would 
remain open until one-half J;he, 
stock had been subscribed, after 
which time the president and' di­ 
rectors might sell stock. 
Austin 
was one of the thirteen men, ap­ 
pointed by the legislature as com­ 
missioners of the new bank, Avho 
opened the subscription books at 
the designated places. When a suf 
ficient number of shares had been 
subscribed to authorize the call­ 
ing of the stockholders for the pur 
pose of electing directors, a notice 
was printed in the Missouri Ga­ 
zette of July 13, 1816, that the stock 
holders should meet at the court­ 
house in St. Louis on the first Mon 
day in September, 1816, at which 
time and place thirteen directors 
were to be elected. 
Here, Austin 
was chosen a director. 
Meeting 
at the Union Hotel in St. Louis on 
September 20, he and his fellow 
Samuel Haxmond as the new pre­ 
sident. 
During this early period, 
Austin had much confidence in 
the bank gnd told his Daughter, 
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will be of great advantage to 
of us”. 
, 
Although an announcement No­ 
vember 23, 1816, said that the bank 
would open for business on Mon­ 
day, December 2, 1816, with Rob­ 
ert Simpson as acting cashier, it 
did not open until December 13, 
“in the building immediately 
in 
the rear of Messrs. Ruddick & Pil­ 
cher’s store”. 
Thus it was that 
St. Louis, a thriving river town 
with a population of thirty-five 
hundred people and with a busi­ 
ness capital of nearly one million 
dollars, got its first bank. 
The business of the bank moved 
along in routine fashion until the 
middle of 1817, but writing to a 
relative on July 5, Austin enclos­ 
ed one hundred dollars in bank 
notes which he said was all that 
he could withdraw from the bank 
at that time. He said that the new­ 
ly-organized Bank of Missouri was 
the cause of the difficulty and that 
the new institution had caused a 
run on the older one. 
Austin- be­ 
lieved that, “every exertion is mak 
ing by the Bank of Missouri to run 
us down.” Events of 1818 and 1819 
saw the death of the Bank of St. 
Louis. 
Several stockholders in­ 
cluding Thomas Hart Benton, Jos- 
huaa Pilcher, and Elias Rector, 
came to doubt the banking wisdom 
and honesty of cashier John B. 
N. Smith. 
At a directors’ meet­ 
ing February 11, 1818, Pilcher sue 
ceeded in having Smith removed, 
but a controversy developed over 
Smith’s successor, and with the e- 
lection of T. W. Smith, three di­ 
rectors resigned in protest. 
Dissatisfied with 
the 
redemp­ 
tion policies of the bank, the min 
ority argued that the firm 
had 
shown itself unable to redeem their 
notes with specie. On February 11 
1818, there was a gathering in the 
street in front of the bank, and 
Benton and Rector pushed into the 
building, calling the others to fol­ 
low. There they held an informal 
stockholders’ meeting, 
took pos 
session of the keys to the outer 
door of the bank, ordered the bank 
subordinate officers to leave 
the premises, and locked1 the doors 
When they demanded the keys to 
the safe, 
the directors 
refused, 
them, but Pilcher, Benton, and 
some others made their way to 
Pilcher's “counting room” where 
a committee was formed to make 
sure that the institution did not re­ 
open until the minority group was 
satisfied. 
On February 12, the 
bank officials demanded the re­ 
turn of the keys in vain, and *he 
bank remained closed. The direc­ 
tors then instituted court proceed­ 
ings to regain control, and on Feb 
ruary 13, a grand jury reported 
indictment* against Benton, Pil­ 
cher, Rector, et al., for striding in 
and taking over the bank building 
and the bank’s assets. They were 
not convicted, although all the dis­ 
sidents had to post bonds to keep 
the peace toward the bank presi­ 
dent and the new cashier. 
Therefore, on February 16, Pil­ 
cher and his associates returned 
the keys. The Missouri Gazette t>f 
February 29 printed a statement 
of the 
president and directors, 
which protested the actions of Pil 
cher and his associates, but Pil­ 
cher felt that the protest “said to 
be made at the request of the Pre 
sident & Directors, was done by 
Col. Hammond, Moses Austin and 
T. W. Smith. The bank was sche­ 
duled to open on February 23, 1818, 
but the opening was delayed. To­ 
ward the end of February, the min 
orit.y, led bv Benton. Pilcher, and 
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Rector, wrote out a statement pro 
testing the bank’s failure to pay 
notes in cash and its failure to re­ 
open. 
This course, they insisted, 
was likely to injure the stockhold 
ers’ interests. 
This protest was 
signed by fifteen men. 
On March 
10, 1818, the doors of the troubled 
financial institution swung 
open 
once more. 
The bank’s difficulties continu­ 
ed through the rest of its short life 
When the names of its directors 
were published in the 
Missouri 
Gazette on April 24, 1818, the name 
of Moses Austin did not appear; 
however, the name of his eldest 
son, Stephen was on the list. Short 
ly after this, on May 15, a writer 
in the Gazette observed that the 
bank was “out of business at pres 
ent for want of funds,” but he add 
ed: “The Bank is not dead—it on­ 
ly sleepeth”. 
In July, 1818, Will­ 
iam O’Hara became cashier and 
the new president was to be Ris 
don H. Price. As of December 14, 
AustinVson ceased to be a direc­ 
tor. 
Opening its doors once more 
on March 3, 1819, it began to re­ 
deem its bills with specie; 
how 
ever, shortly thereafter it closed 
its doors and distributed its assets 
Its career had resulted in damage 
to the community, loss to the stock 
holders and a mass of litigation, 
including suits by the bank against 
Hammond and a majority of the 
directors and former directors, in 
eluding Austin. With the failure of 
the Bank of St. Louis, Moses Aus­ 
tin was ruined financially by the 
over-extension of his own 
credit 
through the bank. 
In an attempt 
to obtain money with which to pay 
off his debts, he began to sell much 
of his property. On April 15, 1818, 
Austin and Samuel Hammond sold 
150 feet of land 120 feet deep on 
Durham Street in Herculaneum. 
On June 4, they divided their nin 
ety-four Herculaneum town lots be­ 
tween them, each taking one-half 
of the lots. Advertising in the Mis 
souri Gazette of June 12. 1818, he 
offered to sell the Mine a Breton 
estate; on September 13, 1818 he 
rported that he had been offered 
$50,000 for this property, but refus­ 
ed the amount, although he was 
determined to sell. 
On February 
26, 1819, he advertised property 
for sale in Potosi 
and 
Hercu­ 
laneum. 
He sold three acres of 
land at Potosi on March 1, and sold 
50-% acres near Potosi the next 
day. 
Thus he had started dispos­ 
ing of his property in Jefferson and 
Washington counties. 
Austin's financial status 
grew 
worse in the latter part of 1819 and 
the early part of 1820. In Novem­ 
ber, 1819. George Hammond, the 
sheriff of Jefferson County, 
“by 
virtue of four Executions to me di 
rected from Circuit Courts of the 
Counties of Jefferson and St. Lou­ 
is in favor of Jam es Cox,'Jr., Chris 
tian Wilt, Elijah Beebe and R.. 
Wash against Moses Austin,” said 
that on November 23 1819 he would 
hold a public sale in Herculaneum 
of certai nspecified property of Mo­ 
ses Austin “for ready cash” to 
satisfy the claims mentioned a- 
bove. By the middle of March, 18-

20, he stated that on Saturday, 
March 25, 1820 he would apply to 
two justices of the peace of Jeffer 
son County for permission to take 
the benefit of the laws of the ter­ 
ritory regarding insolvent debtor 
and that he would ask to be releas­ 
ed from his imprisonment. 
Action was also taken In 1820 
against the 
Austin 
property 
in 
Washington County. On March 21, 
the sheriff “did levy and seize up­ 
on all the right title claim interest 
and property of Moses Austin of in 
and to a tract of land lying and 
being in the County of Washington 
on Mine Creek and adjoining the 
Village of Mine A. Breton being 
one league square Except three 
several lots”, to satisfy the claim 
which the Bank of St. Louis had 
against him “for $14,026.73% cents' 
and the claim which Alexander 
McNair had against him for $493. 
94 
When the deputy sheriff held 
a public sale offering the Mine a 
Brenton property to the highest 
bidder, Charles R. Ross, agent for 
the president and directors of the 
Bank of St. Louis, was the highest 
bidder, bidding $^,100. Risdon H. 
Price, Robert Simpson, and Sam­ 
uel Hammond, in the Missouri Ga­ 


zette of September 20, 1820, said 
that on the first Monday in Novem 
ber, 1820, the Mine a Breton tract 
would be sold at a public auction 
in Potosi. 
The sale was postpon­ 
ed, but it did take place the Sec­ 
ond Monday in December, 
1820. 
By this time Austin was eager 
to move 
westward 
again, 
this 
time to establish a colony in Tex­ 
as. Therefore, in November, 1820, 
he departed for San Antonio, de­ 
termined to secure a land grant in 
Texas. 
He reached his destina­ 
tion on December 23, and his re­ 
quest /or land was approved. The 
return journey, begun on Decem­ 
ber 29, was very trying, and he 
never fully recovered from the 
hardships encountered before his 
arrival home on March 23, 1821. 
While visiting Emily Bryan, his 
daughter, at her Hazel Run home 
during the first week in June, 1821, 
Austin became so ill that he was 
unable to remain on his feet. 
A 
physician told the family that the 
disorder was a “violent inflama- 
tion of the lungs” accompanied by 
a high fever. 
When it was clear 
that he would not recover he call­ 
ed his wife closer to him, saying, 
“Tell dear Stephen that it is his 


dieing father's last request to pro­ 
secute the enterprise he had Com­ 
menced, that he had set his heart 
too much on it but for some wise 
purpose, God had prevented his 
travelling the road he had planned 
out, he had opened-the way for 
you.” 
On learning of his father’s 
death Stephen Austin, the future 
“Father of Texas” 
assured his 
mother: 
“This most unhappy e- 
vent will not retard the progress of 
the settlement. I shall go out and 
take possession of the land and ar­ 
range for the families to move in 
the fall.” Moses Austin died June 
10, 1821, and Mrs. Austin told her 
son: 
"He—died like a man and a 
Christian.”

That is what’s likely to happen 
this year, Hunt says.

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The Business Career 
Of Moses Austin In 
Missouri, 1798-1821

Moses Austin is known to most 
students of history only as the faih 
or of Stephen F. Austin, “ the Fath ­ 
er of Texas " 
However, he play­ 
ed a very important 
role 
in 
the 
business affairs of his day in M is­ 
souri 
Th 
art.-'le is an attempt 
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to tell of his accom plishm ents and 
his failures. 
Born at Durham. 
Connecticut, 
on O ctober 4, 1761, Austin had been 
a m erchant and m iner in the E a st 
before he secured a land grant in 
the 
Spanish 
dominions 
w est 
of 
the M ississippi River and cam e to 
Upper Louisana, 
of 
which 
M is­ 
souri was then a 
part. 
Bringing 
his fam ily to Ste. 
Genevieve 
on 
Septem ber 20. 
1798. 
he 
im m edi­ 
ately took the oath of allegiance, 
and thus becam e a Spanish 
sub­ 
je c t. 
With little loss of tim e, 
he 
plunged into his work in 
connec­ 
tion with the activities at M ine a 
Breton, the lead mine on his con­ 
cession. 
In addition to supervising 
the work of his men at the m ines, 
he found him self embroiled in dif­ 
ficulties with the French 
m iners 
of the area. 
Many of his difficult­ 
ies resulted from the complex land 
system and the vagueness of 
his 
grant. 


Much was accomplished in his 
first year under the Spanish flag. 
His w orkers in 1798 sunk the first 
regular mining shaft in what is to­ 


d a y M issouri. 
This was the first 
shaft sunk in Upper Louisiana a c­ 
cording 
to 
European 
practices. 
This 
shaft 
was 
approxim ately, 
eighty feet deep, with 
drifts 
exs 
tending from it for a considerable 
distance in several directions. The 
furnace house was completed 
in 
1798 and in Janu ary, 1799. the rev- 
crberatory furnace was 
finished. 
That sum m er Austin’s em ployees 
com pleted their work on a 
num ­ 
ber of buildings; 
a 
saw m ill: 
a. 
black sm ith ’s shop: a shot facto ry : 
other out buildings: and 
a 
resi­ 
dence. Durham Hall, into 
which 
Austin moved his fam ily in Ju n e 
or Ju ly. 
In the years which follow­ 
ed, the Austin 
mansion 
becam e 
the nucleus for the settlem ent 
of 
the A m ericans who 
crossed 
fhc 
M ississippi to the mining area. 
Austin’s 
business 
interests 
in 
Upper 
Louisiana 
increased 
dur­ 
ing the next few years. At the be­ 
ginning of 1800. his 
interests 
re ­ 
presented a capital investm ent cf 
eiiht thousand dollars. 
In addition 
to a flour mill, a saw mill, a furn­ 
ace and a m anufactory 
for 
shot 
and sheet lead, which he 
had 
e- 
rected by that tim e, he planned 
to establish a powder factory but 
did not do so. 
From the beginning, 
he conducted a general 
store 
at 
the m ines, where he sold 
m anu­ 
factured goods, such as hardw are, 
kitchen 
and household 
funitture. 
and clothing m aterials, in exchang 
for which he received m iscellan e­ 
ous country produce, 
pelts, 
and 
lead. 
Lead was alm ost an indis-. 
oensable item in the w estern wil­ 
derness: 
it had 
numerous 
uses, 
among which was its 
ready 
a c­ 
ceptance as legal tender in busi­ 
ness transactions. 
The m erchants 
shipped boat loads of the m etal to 
eastei^i and southern ports to bar 
ter for goods. 
Austin shippod Ihe 
item s he received in barter to deal 
ers in Boston. Philadelphia. New 
York, and New O rleans, 
and 
;n 
exchange he received 
his 
trade 
stock. 
Money seldom was used in 
these transactions, as there 
was 
little m oney available," a fact which 
ham pered both local and foreign 
trade. 
The bar lead and shot pro­ 
duced bv Austin was sold in 
Ste. 
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G enevieve, 
K askaskia, 
New 
Or­ 
leans. Louisville, and H avana, a- 
m ong other places. 
A ustin’s influence caused chang­ 
es in the methods of m ining in Up­ 
per Louisiana. 
B efore he arrived 
th ere, the ore was 
dug 
only 
in 
shallow pits seldom m ore than ten 
feet deep; as indicated earlier, his 
m en sunk the first m ining 
shaft. 
On his first visit to the m ining a r­ 
ea. he had found tbe m ines being 
worked only during the 
sum m er 
m onths by parties of m iners from 
Ste. G enevieve; at that tim e no 
fam ily had dared to spend a win­ 
ter there because of the hostility 
of the O sage Indians. 
However, 
by 1804, the m ines w ere 
worked 
from the middle of August to the 
middle of D ecem ber by 
forty 
to 
fifty m en; for the 
rem ain d er 
of 
the y ear few w orkers 
w ere 
em ­ 
ployed and little lead w as 
taken 
from the pits. 
Austin 
had 
been 
told that four hundred 
thousand 
pounds of lead was taken from the 
m ines in 1796; from 1798. the year 
Austin moved to the m ines, to 18- 
o3. the average quantity of m iner­ 
al mined was five hundred fifty or 
six 
hundred 
thousand 
pounds,, 
French weight, an 
am ount 
pro­ 
cured in four months by not m ore 
than fifty m iners. 
In the first dec­ 
ade of the nineteenth cen tu ry, Aus 
tin and his men worked eight “dig­ 
gin g s." 
After the com ing of Austin 
the 
methods of sm elting the ore und­ 
er went a change. 
When he first 
visited the mines the ore had been 
sm elted by the French m iners in 
a very im perfect m an ner. 
They 
had used twenty 
stone 
furnaces 
sim ilar to lim e kilns. 
F o r these 
early furnaces a 
floor 
w as 
con­ 
structed of the largest logs availa­ 
ble with sm aller logs placed about 
its sides. 
Three to five thousand 
pounds of the ore was put into the 
furnace and a fire w as lighted un­ 
der the bottom and kept burning 
until the m ineral was com pletely 
sm elted, burned, or lost in the ash­ 
es. 
B efore Austin 
m oved 
to 
he 
area each m iner sm elted his own 
m ineral, 
extracting 
about 
three 
hundred and fifty pounds of lead 
from each thousand pound weight 
of m ineral. 
With the introduction 
of the new type of fu rn ace by Aus­ 
tin, 65 percent of the lead was de­ 
rived from the ore. 
rath er 
than 
the 
35 
percent indicated 
above. 
This 
reverberatory 
fu rn ace built 
by Austin was the 
first 
one 
es­ 
pecially adapted to the nature of 
the m ines and of the m etal to be 
constructed in the “ lead belt’’ of 
M issouri. 
After the establishm ent 
of his furnace the F ren ch miners 
found it m ore to their advantage 
to sell their m ineral to him rather 
than to m elt it them selves: while 
zhere had been twenty furnaces in 
1798, there was but one in use 
in 
1802. 
Som e people, how ever, be­ 
lieved that 
possibly 
“ the 
more 
sim ple and awkward mode of m an 
-ufacturing lead as p racticed 
by 
the intenerant 
pursuers 
of 
this 
m etal is.... equally profitable; es­ 
pecially as they sm elt the m ineral 
on the gound where they obtain it, 
and are not at the trouble and ex­ 
pense of rem oving it to 
a 
dist­ 
ance for this operation.” 


With the tran sfer of U pper Lou­ 
isiana to the U nited States in 1804, 
Austin's lead business 
continued 
to progress and in crease for a tim e 
although certain changes cam e a- 
bout. 
On Sep tem ber 14, 1805, Aus­ 
tin and one of his p artn ers, P ie rre 
Charles D ehault D elassus de Lu- 
ziere, agreed to end their p artn er­ 
ship. from that tim e, his only p art­ 
ner in the business was Joh n R ice 
Jones. 
As he 
becam e 
aw are 
of 
the d esireability of a closer depot 
for the products of his m ines and 
furnaces, he developed 
a 
road 
from his lands to the mouth of the 
Joachim 
C reek, 
approxim ately 
thirty m iles south 
of 
St. 
Louis. 
This becam e the site of H erculan­ 
eum. which he helped to lay out in 
1808. 
Two y ears later he com plet 
ed a shot factory at this new town 
where he em ployed from forty to 
fifty men. Then on M arch 28, 1812. 
an announcem ent was m ade of ihe 
expiration of the A ustin-Jones part 
-nership, operating under the firm 
nam e of M oses Austin and 
Com ­ 
pany. 
However, A ustin's business 
did not seem to be adversely 
af­ 
fected by the loss of his p artn ers, 
for he continued to sm elt larg e a- 
mounts of lead and to ship his lead 
products to such far-aw ay places 
as Boston. New York, Philadelph­ 
ia. New O rleans, and N ashville. 
In connection with his 
m ining 
activities Austin engaged in “ rack 
ing con troversies.” 
At that tim e. 
M issouri was not an easy p lace in 
which to live. 
Fron tiersm en from 
cast of the M ississippi w ere pour­ 
ing into the a rea, and the law was 
lax. 
Although Austin was the pos­ 
sessor of m any 
outstanding 
v ir­ 
tues. the M issouri of his day c a ll­ 
ed for an 
adaptability 
and 
ta c t 
which he lacked. 
Nor did his im ­ 
petuous tem p er help him in his re ­ 
lations with other men of the fron­ 
tier. The result was that he had 
controversies with som e unscrupu 
lous neighbors. 
One such 
neighbor 
w as 
Jo h n 
Smith T. a m an of wealth 
and 
a 
prominent citizen of the lead m in­ 
ing area. 
Sm ith was distinguish­ 
ed for his rare cxpertness in 
the 
use of fire-arm s, the duels he had 
fought, and the num ber of m en he 
had killed. 
In Ju ly. 
1805, 
Sm ith 
accused Austin of wishing to 
ap­ 
propriate som e of his lands 
and 
attem pted to have the pioneer in­ 
dustrialist rem oved as a judge of 
j the Ste. G enevieve Court of Com- 
' mon P leas. 
Austin, 
on 
Ju ly 
22, 
1805 wrote to the territorial gover 
nor. Ja m e s W ilkinson, trying to re­ 
fute charges 
which 
Sm ith 
had. 
| made, but the governor apparen*- 
! lv looked on the owner of Mine a 
Breton with disfavor. 
M any peo­ 
ple believed Sm ith when he quot- 
! ed Wilkinson as having said 
that 
1 Austin should be im m ediately dis­ 
charged from office in 
d isgrace 
and the judge was rem oved from 
j office. 
He w as told that Sm ith had 
boasted that he would never hold 
| office of any kind again, and that 
ihe had also said: 
“ I have 
taken 
! care that the Govr. is well inform - 
I ed” of his conduct. 
The bad feeling between the ill- 
, tem pered 
m ining 
enterpreneurs 
I continued the following year. 
In 
! 1806, Sm ith attem pted 
to 
locate 
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part of a claim on M oses Austin’s 
land. On August 7, Jo sep h C. Brow 
ne, territorial se c re ta ry and 
the 
business partner of Sm ith, 
gave 
Austin a 
letter 
indicating 
that, 
Sm ith intended to claim all of Aus 
tin ’s land. 
From d ifferen t sourc­ 
es. Austin learned of 
statem ents 
by Smith that he w as in possession 
of a concession for a thousand or 
acres of land w hich he was au­ 
thorized to locate on any land in 
that territory and th a t he planned 
to include the M ine a B erton tract, 
belonging to A ustin, w ithin his lo­ 
cation. 
L earning 
of 
this. 
Austin 
w arned: “ I shall prosecu te to the 
utm ost E xten t of the law , all per­ 
sons that Com m it 
or trespass on 
any part of my lan d .” Sm ith did 
the Austin tra ct as the New Dig- 
not carry out his plan to claim 
gings located about two m iles from 
M ine a Breton, offered even great­ 
er profits. 


Austin engaged in controversies 
with other prom inent m en at the 
tim e. In the dispute, he appears 
to have been 
right 
m ost of the 
tim e, for he had the friendship of 
the most worthy of his contempo­ 
raries. as well as the trust of ’he 
ofiicials of the U nited States after 
Upper Louisiana p assed into Am­ 
erican hands. 
In addition to his m ining inter­ 


ests, the pioneer m iner had oth­ 
er bu siness interests. He 
m ade 
plans in 1808 to im port goods from 
Europe to M issouri, but he found 
h im self thw arted by international 
conditions, as the storm 
clouds 
which w ere gathering to bring a- 
bout the W ar of 1812 already were 
ham pering international trad e. As 
of Ja n u a ry 24. 
1810, 
Austin was 
fin an cially interested in a tanyard 
at M ine a Breton, but he offered 
it for rent on M arch 28, 1812. The 
gen eral 
store sim ilar to th a t at 
M ine a B reton had been set up 
in H erculaneum by 1812. 


D uring the second decade of the 
nineteenth 
century 
A ustin's 
for­ 
tunes began to decline. 
The troub­ 
les encountered by his w ife 
help 
to illu strate this. 
In 
M ay. 
1811, 
she left M issouri for he rhealth, 
taking with her Ja m e s and E m ily, 
her son and daughter, to continue 
their education in the E ast. 
The 
party, escorted by one E lish a Lcvv- 
is and accom panied by 
a 
m aid, 
went down the M ississippi 
R iver 
on a b arg e to New O rleans, w here 
they boarded a ship to B altim ore. 
The cost for the party cam e to two 
hundred and fifty dollars. 
A con­ 
signm ent of feathers, furs, venison 
ham s, and lead was to pay the cost 
of trav elin g and 
provide 
money 
for the living expenses. M rs. Aus 
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tin encountered great em b arrass­ 


m ent and hum iliation becau se of 


the system of uncertain transpor­ 


tation 
and 
inadequate 
curren cy, 
which then existed. 
She was often 
short of funds because of delayed 
collections, fluctuating prices, and 
losses from counterfeit banknotes, 
among 
other 
things. 
Although 
she was thought to be the wife of a 
w ealthy m an, she was put in the 
em barrassin g situation of having 
to borrow for indispensable neces 
sities. 
F in ally , 
deprived of 
the 
m eans for rem aining aw ay from 
her M issouri hom e any longer, she 
returned 
from the E a st in 
the 
Spring of 1813. 


The cau ses for 
the 
decline 
:n 
Austin’s 
fortunes 
w ere 
varied. 
In 1812, the m ining d istric' of south 
-east 
M issouri 
experienced 
de­ 
pressed business conditions. 
Aus­ 
tin w rote: 
‘‘the Indian W ar first 
put a g en eral stop to all business, 
by draw ing off all the 
troops 
to 
the fron tier. 
Since they returned 
the W eather has 
been 
most 
un­ 
favorable to m ining and little has 
been done.” T here w ere not m any 
dry oods on hand during the W ar 
of 1812, and Austin believed that a 
good supply would move quickly, 
but the big problem was the pay­ 
ment of* the goods. 
On D ecem ber 
4, 1812, he reported that the m er­ 
chant took a great chance in sell­ 
ing on cred it, but 
m any 
people 
lacked m oney to pay for the goods. 
Late in 1812. and early in 1813, Aus 


tin had a difficult 
tim e 
m aking 
collections, and lead production at 
the m ines w as declining. 
He in­ 
volved him self heavily in a 
vain 
attem pt to exploit his m ine on 
a 
grand scale with slaves, 
and 
on 
Ju n e 20, 1816, he finally turned ov­ 
er his m ining properties to his eld­ 
est son. Stepehn, and he and 
his

students of history only as the fath 
or of Stephen F. A ustin, ‘ the F a th ­ 
er of T exas.-' 
H ow ever, he play­ 
ed a very im portant role 
in the 
business affairs of his day in M is­ 
souri. 
This article is an attem pt 
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to tell of his accom plishm ents and 
his failures. 
Born a t D urham . 
Connecticut, 
on O ctober 4, 1761, Austin had been 
a m erchant and m iner in the E a st 
before he secured a land g ran t in 
the Spanish dominions 
w est 
of 
the M ississippi R iver and cam e to 
U pper L ouisana, 
of which 
M is­ 
souri w as then a part. 
B ringing 
his fam ily to Ste. 
Genevieve 
on 
Septem ber 20. 1798, 
he 
im m edi­ 
ately took the oath of allegiance, 
and thus becam e a Spanish 
su b ­ 
ject. 
With little loss of tim e, 
he 
plunged into his work in connec­ 
tion w ith the activities at Mine a 
Breton, the lead mine on his con­ 
cession. 
In addition to supervising 
the work of his m en at the m ines, 
he found him self embroiled in dif­ 
ficulties w ith the French 
m in ers 
of the a re a . 
M any of his difficult­ 
ies resulted from the complex land 
system and the vagueness of his 
grant. 
Much w as accom plished in his 
first y e a r under the Spanish flag. 
His w orkers in 1798 sunk the first 
regular m ining shaft in what is to­ 
day M issouri. 
This was the first 
shaft sunk in U pper Louisiana ac­ 
cording to 
European 
practices. 
This 
shaft 
w as 
approxim ately, 
eighty feet deep, with drifts 
ox* 
tending from it for a considerable 
distance in several directions. The 
furnace house w as com pleted 
in 
1798 and in Jan u a ry . 1799. the rev- 
crb erato rv furnace was 
finished. 
T hat su m m er A ustin’s em ployees 
com pleted th eir work on a 
n u m ­ 
ber of buildings; 
a 
saw m ill: 
a. 
blacksm ith’s shop; a shot facto ry ; 
other out buildings; and 
a 
re si­ 
dence. D urham Hall, into 
which 
Austin m oved his family in Ju n e 
or July. 
In the y ears which follow­ 
ed. the Austin 
mansion 
b ecam e 
the nucleus for the settlem ent 
of 
the A m ericans who 
crossed 
*he 
M ississippi to the mining area. 
A ustin’s 
business 
interests 
in 
U pper Louisiana 
increased 
d u r­ 
ing the next few years. At the be­ 
ginning of 1800. his interests 
ve- 
presentcd a capital investm ent of 
eitht thousand dollars. 
In addition 
to a flour m ill, a saw mill, a fu rn ­ 
ace and a m anufactory for 
shot 
and sheet lead, which he had t- 
rected by th a t tim e, he planned 
to establish a pow der factory but 
did not do so. F rom the beginning. 
ho conducted a general store 
at 
the m ines, w here he sold 
m an u ­ 
factured goods, such as h ard w are, 
kitchen and household 
funitture, 
and clothing m aterials, in exchang 
for w hich he received m iscellane­ 
ous country produce, 
pelts, 
and 
lead. 
L ead w as alm ost an indis-. 
w n sab le item in the w estern w il­ 
derness; it had 
num erous 
uses, 
am ong w hich w as its 
ready 
a c ­ 
ceptance as legal tender in busi­ 
ness tran sactio n s. 
The m erchants 
hipped boat loads of the m etal to 
castelli and southern ports to b a r 
ter for goods. 
Austin shipped the 
item s he received in b arte r to deal 
cis in Boston, Philadelphia. New 
York, and New O rleans, 
and 
rn 
exchange he received 
his 
trad e 
stock. 
M oney seldom was used in 
these tran sactio n s, as there 
w as 
little m oney a v a ila b le ^ fact which 
ham pered both local and foreign 
trade. 
T he b ar lead and shot pro­ 
duced by A ustin w’as sold in Ste. 


G enevieve, 
K askaskia, 
New 
Or­ 
leans, Louisville, and H avana, a- 
m ong o th er places. 
A ustin’s influence caused chang­ 
es in the m ethods of m ining in Up­ 
p er L ouisiana. 
B efore he arriv ed 
th ere, the ore w as 
dug 
only 
in 
shallow pits seldom m ore th an ten 
feet deep; as indicated earlier, his 
m en sunk the first m ining shaft. 
On his first visit to the m ining a r­ 
ea. he had found tbe m ines being 
w orked only during th e 
su m m er 
m onths by parties of m iners from 
Ste. G enevieve; at th a t tim e no 
fam ily had dared to spend a w in­ 
te r th ere because of the hostility 
of the O sage Indians. 
H ow ever. 
by 1804, the m ines w ere 
w orked 
from the m iddle of A ugust to the 
m iddle of D ecem ber by 
forty to 
fifty m en; for the 
re m a in d e r 
of 
the y e a r few w orkers 
w tre 
em ­ 
ployed and little lead w as 
taken 
from the pits. 
A ustin had been 
told th a t four hundred 
thousand 
pounds of lead w as tak en from the 
m ines in 1796; from 1798. the y e a r 
A ustin m oved to the m ines, to 18- 
o3, the av erag e quantity of m in er­ 
al m ined w as five hundred fifty or 
six 
hundred 
thousand 
pounds,, 
F ren ch w eight, an 
am ount 
pro­ 
cured in four m onths by not m ore 
than fifty m iners. 
In the first dec­ 
ade of the nineteenth cen tu ry , Aus 
tin and his m en w orked eight "d ig ­ 
g in g s.” 
A fter the com ing of A ustin the 
m ethods of sm elting the ore und­ 
e r w ent a change. 
When he first 
visited the m ines the o re had been 
sm elted by the F ren ch m iners in 
a very im perfect m an n er. 
They 
had used tw enty 
stone 
furnaces 
sim ilar to lim e kilns. 
F o r these 
early furnaces a 
floor w as 
con­ 
stru cted of the larg est logs av aila­ 
ble w ith sm aller logs placed about 
its sides. 
T hree to five thousand 
pounds of tho ore w as put into the 
furnace and a fire w as lighted un­ 
d e r the bottom and kept burning 
until the m ineral w as com pletely 
sm elted, burned, or lost in the ash­ 
es. 
B efore Austin m oved to the 
a re a each m iner sm elted his own 
m ineral, extracting 
about 
three i 
hundred and fifty pounds of lead 
from each thousand pound w e ig h t, 
of m ineral. 
With the introduction | 
of the new' type of fu rn ace by A u s-1 
tin. 65 percent of the lead w as de-1 
rived from the ore. 
ra th e r than I 
the 35 percent indicated 
above. 
T his rev erb erato ry fu rn ace built j 
by A ustin was the 
first one es- j 
peciallv adapted to the n atu re of 
the m ines and of the m etal to be 
constructed in the "le a d b elt” of 
M issouri. 
After the establishm ent 
of his furnace the F ren ch m iners 
found it m ore to th eir advantage 
to sell th eir m ineral to him ra th e r 
th an to m elt it them selves; while 
zhere had been tw enty furnaces in 
1798, th ere w as but one in use in 
1802. 
Some people, how ever, be­ 
lieved th at 
possibly 
"th e 
m ore 
sim ple and aw kw ard m ode of m an 
-ufacturing lead as p racticed 
by 
the in ten eran t 
p u rsu ers 
of 
this 
m etal is.... equally profitable; es­ 
pecially as they sm elt the m in eral 
on the gound w here they obtain it. 
and a re not at the trouble and ex­ 
pense of rem oving it to 
a 
d ist­ 
ance for this op eratio n .” 
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With the tran sfer of U pper Lou­ 
isiana to the U nited S tates in 1804, 
A ustin’s lead business 
continued 
to progress and in crease for a tim e 
although certain changes cam e a- 
bout. 
On Septem ber 14, 1805, Aus­ 
tin and one of his p artn e rs, P ie rre 
C harles D ehault D elassus de Lu- 
ziere, ag reed to end th eir p a rtn e r­ 
ship, from th at tim e, his only p a rt­ 
ner in the business w as John Rice 
Jones. 
As he becam e aw are of 
the d esireab ility of a closer depot 
for the products of his m ines and 
furnaces, he developed 
a 
road 
from his lands to the m outh of the 
Joachim 
C reek, 
approxim ately 
th irty m iles south 
of 
St. 
Louis. 
This becam e the site of H erculan­ 
eum . w hich he helped to lay out in 
1808. 
Two y ears la te r he com plet 
ed a shot factory a t this new town 
w here he em ployed from forty to 
fifty m en. Then on M arch 28, 1812. 
an announcem ent w as m ad e of the 
expiration of the A ustin-Jones p art 
-nership, operating un d er the firm 
nam e of M oses A ustin and Com­ 
pany. 
How'ever. A ustin’s business 
did not seem to be adversely 
af­ 
fected by the loss of his p artn ers, 
for he continued to sm elt large a- 
m ounts of lead and to ship his lead 
products to such far-aw ay places 
as B oston, New Y ork, P hiladelph­ 
ia. New O rleans, and N ashville. 
In connection w ith his 
m ining 
activities A ustin engaged in “ rack 
ing co n tro v ersies." 
At th a t tim e. 
M issouri w as not an easy place in 
which to live. 
F ro n tiersm en from 
east of the M ississippi w ere pour­ 
ing into the area, and the law was 
lax. 
A lthough A ustin w as the pos­ 
sessor of m any 
outstanding 
v ir­ 
tues. the M issouri of his day call­ 
ed for an 
adaptability 
and 
ta c t 
which he lacked. 
N or did his im ­ 
petuous tem p er help him in his re­ 
lations w ith other m en of the fron­ 
tier. The result w as th a t he had 
controversies w ith som e unscrupu 
lous neighbors. 
One such 
neighbor 
w as 
John 
Sm ith T, a m an of w ealth and a 
prom inent citizen of the lead m in­ 
ing arca. 
Sm ith w as distinguish­ 
ed for his ra re expertness in the 
use of fire-arm s, the duels he had 
fought, and the n um ber of m en he 
had killed. 
In July. 
1805, Sm ith 
accused Austin of w ishing to 
ap­ 
p ro p riate som e of his lands 
and 
attem pted to have the pioneer in­ 
d u strialist rem oved as a judge of 
the Ste. G enevieve C ourt of Com­ 
m on P leas. 
A ustin, on Ju ly 22, 
1805 w rote to the te rrito ria l govcr 
nor. Ja m e s W ilkinson, trying to re­ 
fute charges 
which 
Sm ith 
had, 
m ade, but the governor a p p a re n s 
Iv looked on the ow ner of Mine a 
B reton w ith disfavor. 
M any peo­ 
ple believed S m ith w hen he quot­ 
ed W ilkinson as having said th at 
Austin should be im m ediately dis­ 
ch arg ed from office in 
disgrace 
and the judge w as rem oved from 
office. He w as told th at Sm ith had 
boasted th a t he would never hold 
office of any kind again, and that 
he had also said: 
“ I have taken 
c are th a t the G ovr. is well inform ­ 
ed" of his conduct. 
The bad feeling betw een the ill­ 
tem p ered 
m ining 
enterpreneurs 
continued the following year. 
In 
1806. Sm ith attem pted 
to 
locate 
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p a rt of a claim on M oses A ustin’s 
land. On A ugust 7, Joseph C. Brow 
ne, territo ria l se c re ta ry and 
the 
business p a rtn e r of Sm ith, 
gave 
A ustin a 
letter 
indicating 
th at, 
Sm ith intended to claim all of Aus 
tin ’s land. 
F rom different so u rc­ 
es. A ustin learn ed of 
state m e n ts 
by Sm ith th at he w as in possession 
of a concession for a thousand o r 
acres of land w hich he w as uu- 
tht^ized to locate on any la n d in 
th at te rrito ry and th at he planned 
to include the M ine a B erton tra c t, 
belonging to A ustin, w ithin his lo­ 
cation. 
L earning of this, 
A ustin 
w arn ed : "I shall prosecute to the 
utm ost E x ten t of the law. all p er­ 
sons th a t C om m it 
or tre sp a ss on 
any p a rt of m y lan d ." Sm ith did 
the A ustin tra c t as the New Dig- 
not carry out his plan to claim 
gings located about two m iles from 
M ine a B reton, offered even g re a t­ 
er profits. 


A ustin engaged in controversies 
w ith o th er prom inent m en a t the 
tim e. In the dispute, he ap p e ars 
to h av e been rig h t m ost of the 
tim e, for he had the friendship of 
the m ost w orthy of his contem po­ 
ra rie s, as well as the tru st of ’he 
officials of the U nited S tates after 
U pper L ouisiana passed into Am ­ 
erican hands. 
In addition to his m ining in te r­ 


ests, the pioneer m in er had oth­ 
e r business in terests. He 
m ade 
plans in 1808 to im port goods from 
E urope to M issouri, but he found 
him self th w arted by in tern atio n al 
conditions, as the sto rm 
clouds 
w hich w ere g ath erin g to bring a- 
bout the W ar of 1812 alread y w ere 
ham p erin g in tern atio n al tra d e. As 
of J a n u a ry 24. 
1810, A ustin w as 
financially in terested in a tan y ard 
at Mine a B reton, but he offered 
it for rent on M arch 28. 1812. The 
g en eral sto re sim ilar to th a t a t 
M ine a B reton had been set up 
in H erculaneum by 1812. 


D uring the second d ecade of the 
nineteenth 
cen tu ry 
A ustin’s 
for­ 
tunes began to decline. The tro u b ­ 
les encountered by his wife 
help 
to illu strate this. 
In 
M ay. 
1811, 
she left M issouri for he rh ealth , 
taking w ith h er Ja m e s and E m ily, 
h er son and d au g h ter, to continue 
th eir education in the E ast. 
The 
p arty , escorted by one E lisha Lew­ 
is and accom panied by 
a 
m aid, 
w ent down th e M ississippi R iver 
on a b arg e to New’ O rlean s, w here 
they boarded a ship to B altim ore. 
T he cost for th e p arty cam e to two 
hundred and fifty dollars. 
A con­ 
signm ent of feath ers, fu rs, venison 
ham s, and lead w as to pay the cost 
of trav elin g and 
provide 
m oney 
for the living expenses. M rs. Aus 
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tin encountered g re a t e m b a rra ss­ 


m en t and hum iliation because of 
the system of u n c e rta in tran sp o r­ 


tation 
and 
in ad equate 
cu rrency, 
w hich then existed. 
She w as often 
sh o rt of funds because of delayed 
collections, fluctuating prices, and 
losses from counterfeit banknotes, 
am ong 
oth er 
things. 
Although 
she w'as thought to be the wife of a 
w ealthy m an, she w as put in the 
em b arrassin g situation of having 
to borrow for indispensable neces 
sities. 
F inally, 
deprived of 
the 
m eans for rem aining aw ay from 
her M issouri hom e any longer, she 
returned from the E a st in 
tho 
Spring of 1813. 


The causes for 
the 
decline 
in 
A ustin's 
fortunes 
w ere 
varied. 
In 1812, the m ining d istric t of south 
-east 
M issouri 
experienced 
de­ 
pressed business conditions. 
A us­ 
tin w rote; 
"th e Indian W ar first 
put a g en eral stop to all business, 
by draw ing off all the troops 
to 
the frontier. 
Since they retu rn ed 
the W eather has 
been 
m ost un­ 
favorable to m ining and little has 
been done." T h ere w ere not m any 
d ry nods on hand during the W ar 
of 1812. and A ustin believed th at a 
good supply w'ould m ove quickly, 
but the big problem w as the pay­ 
m ent of* the goods. 
On D ecem ber 
4, 1812. he rep o tted th at the m e r­ 
chant took a g re a t chance in sell­ 
ing on credit, but 
m any 
people 
lacked m oney to pay for the goods. 
L ate in 1812. and e arly in 1813, Ans 


tin had a difficult 
tim e m aking 
collections, and lead production at 
the m ines w as declining. 
He in­ 
volved him self heavily in a vain 
a ttem p t to exploit his m ine on a 
grand scale w ith slaves, 
and 
on 
June 20. 1816, he finally turned ov­ 
er his m ining p ro p ertie s to his eld­ 
est son, Stepehn, and he and his

wife went to live in Herculaneum. 
The Bank of St. Louis also play 
ed a part in the decline of Aus­ 
tin’s fortunes. *Not only was he 
responsible in part for its estab­ 
lishment, but he also played a 
part in the subsequent history of 
the institution. 
Because trade in 
Missouri was hampered by 
lack 
of money, he and some of his as­ 
sociates in Ste. Genevieve and St. 
Louis applied 
to the 
territorial 
legislature for authority to estab­ 
lish a bank. The resulting legisla­ 
tion was entitled, “An act to in­ 
corporate the stockholders of the 
Bank of St. Louis,” approved and 
effective on August 21, 1813. 
The 
bank was to be located in St. Lou­ 
is with a capital stock of $150,000 
at $100 per share. 
Books for the 
receipt of subscriptions to be op­ 
ened at St. Louis, Cape Girardeau 
St. Charles, Ste. Genevieve, New 
Madrid, and Mine a Breton, would 
remain open 
until 
one-half the, 
stock had been subscribed, after 
which time the president and' di­ 
rectors might sell stock. 
Austin 
was one of the thirteen men, ap­ 
pointed by the legislature as com­ 
missioners of the new bank, Avho 
opened the subscription books at 
the designated places. Whtn a suf 
ficient number of shares had been 
subscribed to authorize the call­ 
ing of the stockholders for the pur­ 
pose of electing directors, a notice 
was printed in the Missouri 
Ga­ 
zette of July 13, 1816, that the stock 
holders should meet at the court­ 
house in St. Louis on the first Mon 
day in September, 1816, at which 
time and place thirteen directors 
were to be elected. 
Here, Austin 
was chosen a director. 
Meeting 
at the Union Hotel in St. Louis on 
September 20, he and his fellow 
Samuel Haxmond as the new pre­ 
sident. 
During this early period, 
Austin had much confidence 
in 
the bank and told his 
Daughter, 
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“When the Bank is under way it 
will be of great advantage to all 
of us” . 
, 
Although an announcement No­ 
vember 23, 1816, said that the bank 
would open for business on Mon­ 
day, December 2, 1816, with Rob­ 
ert Simpson as acting cashier, it 
did not open until December 13, 
“in the building immediately 
:n 
the rear of M essrs. Ruddick & Pil­ 
cher’s store”. 
Thus it was that 
St. Louis, a thriving river town 
with a 
population of thirty-five 
hundred people and with a busi­ 
ness capital of nearly one million 
dollars, got its first bank. 
The business of the bank moved 
along in routine fashion until the 
middle of 1817, but writing to a 
relative on July 5, Austin enclos­ 
ed one hundred dollars in bank 
notes which he said was all that 
he could withdraw from the bank 
at that tim e. He said that the new­ 
ly-organized Bank of Missouri was 
the cause of the difficulty and that 
the new institution had caused a 
run on the older one. 
Austin- be­ 
lieved that, “ every exertion is m ak 
ing by the Bank of Missouri to run 
us down.” Events of 1818 and 1819 
saw the death of the Bank of St. 
Louis. 
Several stockholders in­ 
cluding Thomas H art Benton, Jos- 
huaa Pilcher, and Elias 
Rector, 
came to doubt the banking wisdom 
and honesty of cashier John 
B. 
N. Smith. 
At a directors’ m eet­ 
ing February 11, 1818, Pilcher sue 
ceeded in having Smith removed, 
but a controversy developed over 
Smith's successor, and with the e- 
lection of T. W. Smith, three di­ 
rectors resigned in protest. 
Dissatisfied with 
the 
redem p­ 
tion policies of the bank, the m in­ 
ority argued that the firm 
had 
shown itself unable to redeem their 
notes with specie. On February 11 
1818, there was a gathering in the 
street in front of the bank, and 
Benton and Rector pushed into the 
building, calling the others to fol­ 
low. 
There they held an inform al 
stockholders’ meeting, 
took pos­ 
session of the keys to the outer 
door of the bank, ordered the bank 
-’s subordinate officers 
to leave 
the prem ises, and locked the doors 
When they dem anded the keys to 
the safe, 
the directors 
refused, 
them, but 
Pilcher, 
Benton, 
and 
some others m ade their way to 
Pilcher’s “ counting room” where 
a com mittee was formed to m ake 
sure that the institution did not re­ 
open until the minority group was 
satisfied. 
On February 12, the 
bank officials dem anded the 
re­ 
turn of the keys in vain, and 'he 
bank rem ained closed. The direc­ 
tors then instituted court proceed­ 
ings to regain control, and on Feb 
ruary 13, a grand jury reported 
indictment* against Benton, Pil­ 
cher, Rector, et al., for striding in 
and taking over the bank building 
and the bank’s assets. They were 
not convicted, although all the dis­ 
sidents had to post bonds to keep 
the peace toward the bank presi­ 
dent and the new cashier. 
Therefore, on February 16, P il­ 
cher and his associates returned 
the keys. The Missouri Gazette nf 
February 29 printed a statem ent 
of the 
president 
and 
directors, 
which protested the actions of Pil 
cher and his associates, but 
Pil­ 
cher felt that the protest “ said to 
be made at the request of the Pre 
sident & Directors, was done 
by 
Col. Hammond, Moses Austin and 
T. W. Smith. The bank was sche­ 
duled to open on February 23, 1818, 
but the opening was delayed. 
To­ 
ward the end of February, the min 
ority. led bv Benton. Pilcher, and 


Rector, wrote out a statem ent pro 
testing the bank’s failure to pay 
notes in cash and its failure to re­ 
open. 
This course, they insisted, 
was likely to injure the stockhold 
ers’ interests. 
This protest was 
signed by fifteen men. 
On March 
10, 1818, the doors of the troubled 
financial institution swung 
open 
once more. 
The bank’s difficulties continu­ 
ed through the rest of its short life. 
When the nam es of its directors 
were published in the 
Missouri 
Gazette on April 24, 1818. the nam e 
of Moses Austin did not appear: 
however, the nam e of his eldest 
son, Stephen was on the list. Short 
ly after this, on May 15, a writer 
in the Gazette observed that the 
bank was “ out of business at pres 
ent for want of funds,” but he add 
ed: “The Bank is not dead—it on­ 
ly sleepeth”. 
In July, 1818, Will­ 
iam O’Hara becam e cashier and 
the new president was to be Ris- 
don H. Price. As of December 14, 
Austin’s son ceased to be a direc­ 
tor. 
Opening its doors once more 
on March 3, 1819, it began to re­ 
deem its bills with specie; 
how­ 
ever, shortly thereafter it closed 
its doors and distributed its assets. 
Its career had resulted in dam age 
to the community, loss to the stock 
holders and a m ass of litigation, 
including suits by the bank against 
Hammond and a m ajority of the 
directors and form er directors, in 
eluding Austin. 
With the failure of 
the Bank of St. Louis, Moses Aus­ 
tin was ruined financially by the 
over-extension of his own 
credit 
through the bank. 
In an attem pt 
to obtain money with which to pay 
off his debts, he began to sell much 
of his property. On April 15, 1818. 
Austin and Samuel Hammond sold 
150 feet of land 120 feet deep on 
Durham Street in Herculaneum. 
On June 4, they divided their nin 
ety-four Herculaneum town lots be­ 
tween them , each taking one-half 
of the lots. Advertising in the Mis 
souri Gazette of June 12, 1818. he 
offered to sell the Mine a Breton 
estate; on September 13, 1818 he 
rported that he had been offered 
$50,000 for this property, but refus­ 
ed the amount, although he was 
determ ined to sell. 
On F e b r u a r y 
26, 1819, he 
advertised 
property 
for sale in Potosi 
and 
Hercu­ 
laneum. 
He sold three acres of 
land at Potosi on March 1, and sold 
50-3/i acres near Potosi the next 
day. 
Thus he had started dispos­ 
ing of his property in Jefferson and 
Washington counties. 
Austin's financial status 
grew 
worse in the latter part of 1819 and 
the early part of 1820. 
In Novem­ 
ber, 1819. George Hammond, the 
sheriff of Jefferson County, 
“ by 
virtue of four Executions to me di 
rected from Circuit Courts of the 
Counties of Jefferson and St. Lou­ 
is in favor of Jam es Cox.' Jr., Chris 
tian Wilt, Elijah Beebe and 
R.. 
Wash against Moses Austin,” said 
that on November 23 1819 he would 
hold a public sale in Herculaneum 
of certai nspecified property of Mo­ 
ses Austin “ for ready cash” to 
satisfy the claim s 
mentioned 
a- 
bove. By the middle of March. 18-

He even went beyond the crnen- 
itics to honor Mr. Hoover, and to 
use his knowledge and prestige, by 
appointing him to head the Hoover 
Commission on G overnm ental R e­ 
organization. 
Persons who know Mr. Hoover 
report that he was so pleased with 
this recognition and honor that he 
and Mr. T rum an have 
becom e 
friends, though perhaps politically 
incompatible. 
Recently, Mr. T rum an, now a 
form er President, went abroad for 
a tour of Europe. 
As P resid en t of the United States 
he had conceived and put into m o­ 
tion the European aid plans which 
rocked Comm unism to a halt in 
Europe at a tim e when it ap p e a r­ 
ed that the Red tide would engulf 
the Continent and leave
